‘Mining’ Ripple Rock 


T is strange that it was not thought of 
before, but sapping and mining Ripple 
Rock from below may yet prove to be 
the solution of this. million-dollar puzne 
The latest federal suggestion ¢ 
plates drilling an underwater approach 
to the rock, which stands as a constant 
threat to navigation in strong tidal waters 
between Vancouver Island and the Main- 
land, Fast currents and the difficulty 
of anchoring any surface craft at the site 
have blocked innumerable attempts be- 
fore to drill the rock from above. The 
undersea gallery, while a considerable 
undertaking in itself, would at least give 
some guarantee of a result 
If Ripple Rock can be reached by this 
means, it can certainly be removed by 
explosives. No rock could withstand the 
thrust that could be placed under it by 
direct explosion from belew. Doubt.as 
to whether or not tunneling is practic 
able can only be removed by preliminary

test Much of 
mining development in Nanaimo harbor, 
however, was made possible in the same 
fashion, so the ion of tunneling 
io Ripple Rock” is Not so wide of 
mark in so far as actual tests and experi- 
ence goin much the same terrain 

For all its comparatively small size, 
Ripple Rock has been a number one head- 
whe to shipmasters on the Pacific Coast 
for about a century. It occupies almost 
the centre of the main steamship channel 
in fast water, where eddies and whirl- 
can and sometimes do trap the 
unwary navigator, Most coastwise pilots 
have passed the rock so many times that 
the menace is known and guarded agairtst. 
It is different with visiting craft, but in 
any guise Ripple Rock is a nuisance. If 
it really can be removed that would be 
well worth while. The pity is that up- 
wards of a million has been wasted on 
half-hearted attempts which have accom- 
plished nothing at the scene.

Me ST. LAURENT complains soine- 
what petulantly that he is tired of 
the Petawawa horses. -No-doubt he is. It 
is a certainty he would much prefer to 
have them left in the paddock, but the 
horses will be following him right to the 
finishing post on August 10 They have 
been breathing down LiberaK necks ever 
since the Currie report introduced them 
to Canadians. 

It matters little whether or not there 
were horses on the Petawawa payroll, 
although one of Mr. St. Laurent's cabinet 
ministers said here that their names 
were—it was easier to put horses’ names 
on the payroll than men’s names, that 
was his_explanation. ‘The horses them- 
selves, however, are a symbol of Liberal 
extravagance and inefficiency, and the 
public is not likely to forget them very 
easily. 


Quite obviously Mr. St. Laurent fears 
only too keenly that this is so. It is 
noticeable that the Prime Minister has 
no real answer to the Currie report, all 
he can do is grumble over the use of the 
word horses. Mr. St. Laurent has not 
cut a very impressive figure through 
the election campaign. Not a single pro- 
nouncement of stature has come from his 


lips. He has been very much on the 
defensive, for all the world as though 
he had no new ideas to offer on any 


subject 

The truth is, and it is apparent from 
the speeches of most of their candidates, 
that the Liberals seem to be approaching 
election day with considerable apprehen- 
sion They see the Petawawa horses 
galloping to the front and the colors the 
horses carry are not those of the—St.
